In a. few months tho 
scarcity had been relieved and mu- 
nitions and men began to flow freely 
to France and the supply lias been 
continuous ever since. 


In our own case, every step taken 


by. the government has been aided by 
liberal advertising in the press. By 
free publicity offered by the press the 
conservation 
movement 
has 
been 


boomed and tho people of the entire 
nation are not only saving food but 
trying hard to Increase the produc- 
tion of food. 
The arrangements for 


registration on June 5 would 
never 


have been so successfully carried out 
but for the publicity freely given by 
the press. 


Then came the Liberty loan, which 


•was floated largely through the aid 
of-advertising and most of it given 
gratis by the newspapers. 
That it 


was over subscribed Was due to the 
newspapers; that it was not under 
subscribed and the country thus dis- 
graced was due also to the news- 
papers. 
' 


The campaign for the Red Cross 


was similarly made a success through 
publicity and so with that of the 
T.5I.C.A. and tha Knights of Colum- 
bus. 


Yet In spite of the fact that the 


successful management of the war by 
the United States 
government 
de- 


pends upon the loyal newspapers of 
the. country, congress has persisted 
in imposing upon the press a-war tax 
Just as if the publication of a news- 
paper were in the same class of in- 
dustries with the munitions factory. 
The loyal newspapers of the land are 
the mainstay of tho government in 
this war and without their co-op- 
eration 
tho 
government 
could ac- 


complish but little. 
Yet 
apparently 


• this fact is not appreciated by con- 
gress -which burdens the papers with 
special war taxes higher than those 
of ordinary industries.

I kept up with the

Advertising for Help 


At last we have -witnessed the un- 


precedented spectacle 
of an 
adver- 


tisement In the newspapers pleading 
for men to go to work for the street 
department, when for years the de- 
mand for employment 
under 
small 


wages was usually nluch Kreater than 
the number nt-eded 
and 
jobs were 
dealt out by political Influence. 
In 
the old days members of 
the 
city 
government exerted nil kinds of influ- 
ence to ha placed on either the street 
or sewer committee in order to gel 
close to the superintendent of streeta 
who hired the help, though all the 
members of the government as a gen- 
eral rule could place some of their 
particular friends. 
The superintend- 
ent of streets was 
elected 
annually 
and those who stood by him in his 
election were always 
rewarded 
by 
having their pick of tho jobs. It was 
no unusual thing to see from 100 to 
200 men at the meetings of the city 
council and around the office of the 
superintendent of streets begging for 
employment. Annually, in the spring 
when the 
usual 
appropriations 
for 
street and sewer work 
were to be 
made, city hall would 
be. crowded 


with men lobbying for the quick pass- 
age of the loan orders so that they 
might soon go to work. 
When the 


new foum of government went into ef- 
fect the commissioners did the hiring 
and the crowd would assemble around 
the office of the street commissioner 
seeking work. The men who were'in 
tho 
department 
already were 
the 
strongest advocates of adopting 
the 


provision of the civil service laws for 
laborers in order to protect them from 
being discharged at tha whim of a 
commissioner. 
But the civil servico 
law for laborers had hardly gone Into 
effect when the industrial boom struck 
the city, with the development of the 
less operating, the operation of motor- 
boats, the driving of automobiles and 
so on. Finally, the woman was asked 
in the same sing-song fashion if she 
was familiar with any tvpe of machin- 
ery. 


"Oh, yes." she said, suddenly, "that's 
right. I do some work by machine. I 
can run a w.ishln'. -machine, a bread- 
mtxcr, a moat-grinder and a sewing 
machine. I'm pretty good at those, too 
I darn near forgot 'em."

nally the civil service list became so 
well cleaned up that not only Com- 
missioner Morse but street commis- 
sioners elsewhere, u. scarcity of la- 
bor-.being reported 
throughout 
the 
state, were authorized to 
hire men 
wherever-they could regardless of the 
civil service list. 
Even with that 
permission, 
how- 
ever. Commissioner Morse cannot get 
the men he needs, and hence the ad- 
vertisements asking men to help'out 
by offering their services to the city. 


In Lowell, today, only the very old, 


and those who will not work, are un, 
employed. 
There are quite a number 


of big, .and well-fed 
gentlemen of 


leisure about town, who might accept 
a sparrow-man's job If given u. good, 
shady street, but who want nothing 
more laborious. 
Some of them are 


of studious or literary turn of mind 
and haunt the city reading room, es- 
pecially on wet' days. 
Jf 
some of 


these could be drafted and penalized 
for loafing on the job, the city might 
get'some of its street work done. 
The condition of Market street is 
such as to warrant Immediate action 
in repaving the street utter the fash- 
ion of Merrlmack street. 
The work 
should be done at once, if possible, 
and not allowed to - go 
until 
next 
year. 
After the Fourth of July on 


the South common. Stint. Kernan, de- 
siring to have the common cleaned 
up as soon as possible, engaged all 
the extra men available 
and 
then 


took every employe of the department 
off his regular work nnd set all to 
work on the common. 
A crew of 


50 thus made a clean-up drive, find 
the work was accomplished in com- 
paratively short order.

Tearing Up Merrtmaok Street 


The street railway company, In or- 


der to repair its tracks at Merri- 
mack and Dutton streets, has torn up 
a considerable portion of Merrlmack 
street at that point and the job pre- 
sents an object lesson on the value 
of that form of paving for which I be- 
lieve, we must doff our hats to Com. 
Morse as the first to put 
it down 
In.this city. 
The torn up pavement 


looks as good as if it were laid with- 
in a few months, and Its appearance 
has caused many to Inquire if the Bay 
State is not violating an ordinance 
by tearing up a permanently paved 
street within five years of being laid. 
Such is not the case, for Merrimack 
street below the railroad tracks at 
Dutton street was 
paved 
In 
1909. 
eight years ago; while that from the 
tracks to Tilden street was put down 
in 1D10. seven years ago.
